SELECTMEN'S  RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  Selectmen  are  justifiably  concerned  about  the 
increasing  complexity  of  town  government,  ever  increasing 
time  demands  on  those  responsible  for  its  functioning  and, 
most  importantly  of  all,  the  expectations  for  the  future. 
Quite  frankly,  the  whole  process  of  providing  town 
government  has  changed  drastically  in  the  past  few  years  and 
we  fear  the  results. 

Town  government  works  because  of  the  willingness  of 
gualified  and  dedicated  people  who  gave  of  their  time  in 
service  to  the  community.   It  is  becoming  harder  and  harder 
to  find  qualified  people  who  are  able  to  run  for  office  - 
and  this  is  not  a  problem  peculiar  to  our  town  by  any  means. 

Bennington  has  been  fortunate  in  the  quality  and 
competency  of  those  elected  to  fill  important  town 
positions.   It  would  be  wise  to  recognize  that  the  system  is 
running  out  of  gas  and  we  will  not  always  be  so  lucky. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  your  tax  dollars  which 
pay  for  the  operation  of  the  town,  equipment,  and  services 
we  would  like  to  be  sure  you  get  your  money's  worth.  It  is 
obvious  that  changes  are  necessary  in  order  to  provide  more 
practical  and  efficient  administration. 

As  you  may  have  heard,  Erving  LeCain  will  be  retiring 
in  March  of  1989  and  will  no  longer  be  involved  at  all  in 
any  capacity  of  town  government.  Three  Selectmen,  who  would 
normally  also  be  employed  full  time  at  their  regular 
occupations,  cannot  possibly  devote  the  necessary  time  to 
carrying  out  all  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  office.  We 
recommend  that  the  town  establish  and  budget  for  the 
position  of  Administrative  Assistant  and  whose  duties  and 
responsibilities  would  be  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  to  whom  he  would  report. 

The  Selectmen  also  feel  that  the  time  has  come  to 
seriously  consider  the  appointment,  rather  than  the  election 
of,  the  Road  Agent  and  the  Health  and  Welfare  Officer.  The 
town  has  been  very  fortunate  in  the  guality  of  personnel  who 
have  occupied  those  positions  recently  and  if  they  are 
willing  and  available  will  appoint  the  same  people  to  serve 
in  the  future. 

It  is  certainly  time  to  dispense  with  the  election  of  a 
town  hall  janitor  and  a  sexton.   In  any  event,  it  is  time 
for  a  change. 
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We  would  recommend  that  in  the  future  we  provide  for 
auditing  by  a  public  accounting  firm  who  specializes  in 
municipal  audits  and  no  longer  elect  auditors.  We  know  the 
present  auditors  will  fully  support  this  recommendation. 

It  is  important  that  the  various  town  functions, 
including  that  of  the  selectmen,  be  subject  to  independent 
review. 

The  tax  collector  recommends  that  the  position  be 
appointed  rather  than  elected  and  the  Selectmen  would  fully 
intend  to  appoint  the  present  occupant.  The  importance  of 
the  position,  as  well  as  the  experience  and  special  skills 
required,  make  this  one  of  the  most  important  town  offices 
and  we  should  be  sure  that  it  is  competently  filled. 

The  positions  of  town  clerk  and  town  treasurer  should 
be  independent  of  the  selectmen  and  state  law  provides  that 
they  should  be  elected.  The  town  is  fortunate  in  having  two 
very  fine  public  servants  filling  these  positions  -  Edward 
French  and  Joyce  Miner. 

Warrant  articles  to  this  effect  will  be  presented  to 
the  voters  in  March  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  there  will  be 
a  recognition  that  the  time  for  change,  in  order  to  meet 
changing  conditions,  has  arrived. 


A  REPORT  ON  1987 

The  Town,  at  the  March  Town  Meeting,  adopted  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  proposed  by  the  Study  Committee  and  this  was 
undoubtedly  a  wise  action.  The  surge  in  growth  throughout 
not  only  this  area  but  Bennington  particularly,  seems  to 
continue  unabated. 

The  expansion  at  the  recreational  ski  area  continues 
with  a  new  motel  and  additional  condominiums  which  the 
Selectmen  hope  will  help  on  the  tax  rate. 

The  Selectmen  are  working  with  a  group  of  the  Conval 
towns  in  an  effort  to  arrive  at  an  agreed  upon  joint 
approach  to  the  problem  of  an  equitable  revision  of  the 
allocation  formula  of  school  costs  among  the  towns.  We  hope 
that  by  next  year  we  will  have  a  proposal  for  the  district 
meeting  with  broad  based  support.  School  costs  are  82%  of 
your  tax  dollars  and  we  desperately  need  a  fairer  formula. 

Last  spring  brought  the  highest  flood  water  since  1938. 
This  area  of  the  State  was  declared  a  disaster  area  and  the 
Selectmen  were  able  to  obtain  a  federal  grant  of  $9,910.00 
to  be  used  to  repair  the  various  washouts  on  the  roads. 
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The  bridge  over  the  Paper  Mill  tail  race,  built  under 
the  State  Aid  Program,  was  completed.  A  failed  underground 
street  drain  on  the  Acre  reguired  emergency  replacement  this 
summer  and  was  done.  The  Town  Hall  was  reconstructed  to 
provide  offices  for  the  Police  Department  and  to  provide 
more  suitable  administrative  offices. 

The  operation  of  the  Landfill  deteriorated  during  the 
year  and  a  new  operator  and  a  new  arrangement  was  made  late 
in  the  year  and  we  hope  and  expect  a  substantial 
improvement.  The  three  town  Solid  Waste  District,  working 
with  a  consultant,  must  develop  a  long  range  plan  for 
disposal  of  solid  waste.  As  yet,  a  feasible  and  economic 
approach  in  the  Southwestern  area  of  the  State  has  not  yet 
gelled. 

The  hoped  for  project  of  a  State  and  Federal  funded 
program  for  additional  parking  at  Lake  Whittemore  hit  a 
snag.  However,  with  the  help  of  our  representative,  Roland 
Salada,  we  are  trying  to  develop  a  State/Town  funded  project 
to  solve  the  problem. 

It  appears  from  the  town  meter  and  pumping  records  that 
we  may  have  an  underground  leak  in  the  water  system  and 
engineers  who  specialize  in  such  problems  have  been  hired  to 
make  a  study.  At  this  writing  their  preliminary  finds  are 
encouraging  and  the  Water  Department  will  undertake  the 
necessary  excavation  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Town  grows  and  improves  with  the  help  of  all  those 
dedicated  people  who  serve  on  the  various  committees  and 
work  on  the  various  projects  throughout  the  Town.  Without 
them  we  could  not  operate.

Dear  Fellow  Resident: 


At  the  time  of  the  last  Town  Report,  the  Selectmen  and 
the  Cable  TV  Franchise  Committee  reported  that  they  had  not 
been  able  to  arrive  at  a  combination  of  experienced  and 
financially  viable  cable  TV  companies  which  would  also  serve 
the  major  area  of  Bennington.  Therefore,  at  that  time, 
being  convinced  that  the  areas  of  Bennington,  Greenfield  and 
Frances town  would  very  shortly  be  attractive  markets  for 
cable  TV,  we  asked  that  the  committee  be  continued  and  that 
we  search  further. 

Fortunately  during  the  course  of  the  year,  the 
situation  did  change.  The  Continental  Cable  TV  Company 
changed  ownership  and  the  cable  TV  company  serving 
Peterborough  and  Jaffrey  also  changed  ownership  and 
expressed  an  interest  in  covering  Bennington.  Therefore,  as 
a  result  of  numerous  committee  meetings  with  potential 
franchise  TV  companies,  the  Selectmen  and  your  Cable  TV 
Committee  were  able  to  make  recommendation  after  a  Public 
Hearing  held  December  4th  and  have  now  signed  a  franchise 
contract  with  the  cable  TV  firm  who  took  over  the  ownership 
of  the  Peterborough,  Jaffrey  area.  They  have  committed  to 
cover  practically  all  of  Bennington  including  North 
Bennington  and  we  felt  that  we  were  wise  and  fortunate  to 
have  waited  a  bit  longer. 

If  all  goes  well,  construction  could  begin  in  late 
1988.

By  voice  vote,  the  Town  unanimously  voted  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
contract  for,  accept  and  expend  and  to  do  all 
other  things  necessary  to  obtain  such  Federal, 
State  or  other  assistance  (financial  or  other- 
wise) , 
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Article   9.  By  majority  voice  vote,  the  Town  voted  to 

instruct  the  Town's  representatives  to  the 
General  Court  to  take  all  necessary  measures 
to  insure  that  no  low  level  radioactive 
waste  from  the  Seabrook  nuclear  plant  shall

By  voice  vote,  the  Town  unanimously  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,900  to 
purchase  950  feet  of  four  inch  hose  for  use 
by  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  11.  By  voice  vote,  the  Town  unanimously  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $700.00  to 
purchase  five  new  collapsible  metal  voting 
booths  with  appropriate  metal  storage  case. 
Effective  with  the  next  Town  meeting,  it  is 
intended  to  conduct  voting  at  the  fire  station 
which  is  easily  accessible  and  accommodating 
to  the  handicapped. 

Article  12.  By  voice  vote,  the  majority  of  the  Town  voted 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $970.90 
in  order  to  become  a  member  and  pay  annual 
dues  to  the  Southwestern  Regional  Planning 
Commission.   It  was  agreed  that  the  Town 
would  gain  by  their  participation  with  the 
Southwest  Regional  Planning  Commission  and 
in  particular  with  their  assistance  when 
updating  the  subdivision  regulations  to  be 
compatible  with  the  newly  adopted  zoning 
ordinance . 

Article  13.  The  Town  unanimously  voted  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,217.20  as 
Bennington's  portion  of  the  cost  in  order  to 
maintain  the  Probation  Officer  attached  to 
the  Hillsboro  District  Court. 

Article  14.  By  voice  vote,  the  Town  unanimously  voted  to 
consolidate  into  a  single  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  the  capital  reserve  funds  that  were 
designated  for  police  cruiser,  town  truck, 
fire  truck  and  water/sewer  department.   The 
consolidated  capital  reserve  fund,  so  estab- 
lished, will  be  used  for  all  major  town 
building,  eguipment  and  construction  projects 
as  budgeted  in  the  Capital  Improvements 
Program.   It  is  anticipated  that  the  consol- 
idation of  all  capital  reserve  accounts  will 
allow  the  Town  to  plan  ahead  and  be  better 
prepared  to  maintain  the  level  of  expenses.   A 
proposed  amendment  was  made  to  include  road 
maintenance  but  that  item  did  not  gualify 
because  road  maintenance  is  considered  under 
operating  expenses  and  is  financed  under  the 
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annual  budget.  Only  major  road  improvements 
could  be  budgeted  in  the  Capital  Improvement 
Program. 

Article  15.  The  majority  of  voters  raised  and  appropriated 
the  sum  of  $17,500,  and  further  authorized 
the  withdrawal  of  same  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund,  to  refurbish  and  establish 
administrative  and  police  offices  on  the 
first  floor  of  the  Town  Hall  and  also  to 
complete  the  reguired  fire  marshall's 
recommendation . 

Article  16.  The  majority  of  the  voters  voted  not  to  fund 

$1,000  to  contribute  to  a  regional  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Program. 

Article  17.  The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
budget  of  $421,531.00  to  pay  the  normal 
operating  costs  of  the  Town  for  the  calendar 
year  1987. 

In  other  business,  the  voters  discussed  the  deteriora- 
tion of  the  fence  surrounding  Sunnyside  Cemetery.   At  the 
reguest  of  the  Selectmen,  the  Moderator  will  appoint  a 
committee  of  five  members  to  study  and  make  recommendations 
on  the  fence  and  report  them  to  next  year's  annual  meeting. 
Herbert  Flanders  and  Gladys  Newhall  volunteered  to  work  on 
this  committee. 

The  Selectmen  also  discussed  with  the  voters  the 
importance  and  urgency  of  turning  out  to  two  meetings 
being  conducted  by  the  Conval  School  District.   The  first 
meeting  is  scheduled  for  March  19th  at  Pierce  School  and 
will  review  building  plans  proposed  throughout  the  district 
The  second  meeting  is  the  annual  district  meeting  and  is 
scheduled  for  March  25th  at  Conval  High  School  in 
Peterborough.   A  couple  of  the  school  district's  articles 
could  severely  affect  Bennington's  tax  rate.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

There  are  two  issues  placed  before  the  voters  at  the  March  town 
meeting: 

1.  Revisions  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  This  is  a  technical 
change  which  involves  changes  to  the  building  code 
ordinance  applying  only  to  the  Flood  Plain  Protection 
Zone.  This  change  is  reguired  to  keep  our  ordinance  in 
compliance  with  federal  regulations. 

2.  Authority  to  Adopt  Site  Plan  Review  Regulations.   Site 
plan  review  ordinances  address  problems  that  may  occur 
due  to  commercial  or  industrial  development.  Preliminary 
regulations  have  been  prepared  with  the  help  of  the 
Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission.  After  authority 
has  been  approved  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  prior  to 
adoption.  We  urge  you  to  vote  "YES"  on  this  question. 

There  were  several  small  subdivisions  approved  during  the  year 
but  no  major  subdivisions  or  cluster  housing  developments  were  given 
final  approval.  There  have  been  several  preliminary  proposals  and 
much  discussion  concerning  cluster  housing  developments  in  both  the 
North  Bennington  and  Crotched  Mountain  areas.  Proposals  under 
consideration  involve  well  over  100  additional  dwelling  units.  Rapid 
expansion  seems  to  be  upon  us. 

Revision  of  the  Subdivision  Regulations,  to  bring  them  in  line 
with  the  zoning  regulations,  have  been  progressing  slowly.  We  are 
seeking  expert  advice  in  several  areas  to  be  sure  the  revised 
ordinance  is  adequate  for  our  town  and  legally  viable.  Work  on  this 
ordinance  change  will  continue.

The  Recycling  Committee  has  continued  their  efforts  at  the 
landfill  towards  greater  recycling  and,  at  the  same  time,  have 
devoted  time  to  studying  the  subject  working-  with  the  New  Hampshire 
Resource  Recovery  Association.  The  committee  has  been  kept  informed 
of  new  methods  and  new  programs  and  has  continued  the  magazine 
exchange  program  in  the  shed  across  from  the  glass  barrel  collection 
area  which  enables  you  to  swap  your  old  magazines  and  find  a  new 
assortment  of  reading  material. 

Mr.  Robert  Parker  and  Mr.  Scott  Carbee  have  been  added  to  our 
committee  by  Francestown  and  the  three  towns  have  commissioned  our 
committee  to  undertake  a  study  and  make  recommendation  to  our  three 
towns  regarding  mandatory  recycling. 
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At  the  same  time,  the  three  towns  expect  to  commission 
a  consulting  study  by  the  New  Hampshire  Resource  Recovery 
Association  using  the  benefit  of  their  experience  and 
expertise. 

The  Selectmen  have  informed  us  that  they  recognize  that 
mandatory  recycling  will  not  be  a  popular  subject  but  that 
they  hope  and  expect  that  most  residents  will  recognize  that 
a  move  in  this  direction,  if  not  this  year,  at  least  fairly 
soon,  is  inevitable. 

The  committee  would  like  to  thank  all  those  who  have 
assisted  in  the  past  and  to  ask  that  all  citizens  who  might 
have  suggestions  in  this  regard  contact  a  member  of  the 
committee.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

We  would  like  to  begin  this  year's  annual  report  with  a  huge 
THANK  YOU  to  all  the  members  of  the  BFD.   In  addition  to  the  usual 
calls  and  training,  our  firemen  were  on  duty  36+  hours  in  April 
during  the  flood.  They  left  their  homes  and  families  -  some  even 
their  employment  -  and  monitored  the  water  levels  and  danger  areas. 
They  assisted  homeowners  and  were  prepared  to  evacuate. 
Unfortunately  we  had  no  control  of  the  water  and  while  trying  to 
reduce  the  level  of  water  on  Acre  Street  the  pumps  on  the  fire  trucks 
failed.  Last  surmer  temporary  repairs  were  done  on  both  pumps  and 
just  recently  one  of  the  pumps  had  to  be  completely  overhauled. 
Having  done  this,  the  trucks  are  now  back  in  full  service. 

The  Fire  Department  answered  a  total  of  80  calls  this  year  - 
45  medical  emergencies,  6  chimney  fires,  3  automobile  accidents,  3 
electrical  fires,  2  car  fires,  4  public  assists,  3  brush  fires,  2 
house  fires  and  one  automatic  fire  alarm  activation.  The  department 
also  answered  eleven  calls  for  mutual  aid. 

A  1000  gpm  deck  gun  was  donated  to  the  Bennington  Fire 
Department.  This  unigue  piece  of  eguipment  gives  us  the  capability 
of  flowing  large  amounts  of  water  with  limited  man  power.  This  "gun" 
could  come  in  very  handy  at  the  new  propane  tank  at  the  Mill  and  will 
be  of  great  assistance  if  we  have  a  need  at  the  large  developments 
that  are  ongoing  in  the  Crotched  Mountain  area.  Our  donator  wishes 
to  remain  anonymous  but  we  wish  to  again  express  our  gratitude  and 
appreciation  for  this  very  valuable  piece  of  eguipment. 

In  response  to  those  citizens  who  have  expressed  concern  about 
the  large  propane  tank  in  town,  let  us  assure  you  that  our  members, 
and  some  of  our  mutual  aid  neighbors,  are  in  the  process  of  taking 
specialized  classes  and  undergoing  actual  hands  on  training  of  LP  gas 
emergencies. 

During  the  year,  two  of  our  long  time  members  passed  on.  Paul 
"Mugs"  Cody  and  Albert  "Bat"  Cuddemi  are  sadly  missed. 

We  thank  the  community  for  their  continued  participation  in  our 
raffle  and  our  ham  &  bean  suppers.  Your  support  enables  us  to  operate 
the  fire  department  on  a  minimal  town  budget.

However,  even  with  this  excuse,  our  unpaid  rents 
are  much  too  high  and  your  town  officials  have  discussed  whether 
it  may  be  necessary  to  follow  the  procedure  in  Jaffrey  and,  after 
adequate  notice,  turn  off  the  water  where  the  rents  are  unpaid  for 
an  unreasonable  time.  We  hope  this  will  not  be  necessary. 
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HISTORICAL  SOCIETY'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Historical  Society  is  happy  to  continue  an  annual  brief  report 
of  those  happenings  and  changes  which  could  be  of  future  historical 
interest  and  a  brief  notation  of  the  Historical  Society's  activities 
in  1987. 

The  town  experienced  a  major  flood  in  the  spring  of  1987  which 
was  probably  at  a  higher  level  in  some  areas  of  town  than  any 
instance  since  1938.  However,  the  various  flood  control  efforts  that 
were  made  after  that  experience  substantially  reduced  the  impact  on 
the  town.  The  town  was  a  part  of  a  State  disaster  area  and  was  able 
to  obtain  Federal  Disaster  Funding  for  road  repairs. 

Also  early  this  year,  the  town,  for  the  first  time,  voted  in 
permanent  zoning.  The  dramatic  growth  in  our  area  had  made  it 
obvious  to  all  that  some  sort  of  zoning  was  necessary. 

The  explosive  growth  is  probably  best  illustrated  by  the  addition 
in  the  last  three  years  at  the  ski  area  of  a  restaurant,  a  mini-mall, 
condominiums,  a  motel,  plus  more  condominiums  presently  in 
construction. 

The  town  offices  were  spruced  up  and  the  Police  Department 
acguired  a  permanent  home  in  what  used  to  be  the  Firemen's  Hall  in 
the  back  of  the  town  hall. 

On  the  whole,  it  was  a  fairly  quiet  year  although  the  town 
continues  to  grow  rapidly. 

///////////////////// 

The  Historical  Society  continues  to  concentrate  on  developing  the 
financial  backing  for  their  own  building  and  also  to  provide 
financial  resources  for  the  planned  publication  later  this  year  of  a 
Pictorial  History  of  Bennington.  Under  the  very  able  chairmanship  of 
David  Glynn  and  Herbert  Flanders,  a  very  successful  auction  was 
conducted  last  summer  and  the  Society  plans  another  one  this  coming 
summer.  We  appreciate  the  broad  community  support. 

The  Publication  Committee  has  collected  or  arranged  to  borrow  a 
large  number  of  pictures  of  Bennington  from  many  years  ago  and  the 
Pictorial  History  will  be  of  great  interest  to  our  residents.   If  you 
have  any  old  pictures  of  Bennington  we  would  love  to  hear  from  you. 

Monadnock  Paper  Mills  is  donating  the  paper  and  will  also  purchase 
some  books  for  distribution  to  their  customers. 
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SCHOOL  BOARD  REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT 

Early  in  this  school  year  a  proposed  building  conmittee 
was  established  to  determine  the  classroom  space  required  to 
meet  the  increased  enrollment  of  Conval  Schools.  An 
architect  was  employed  to  design  plans  to  meet  these  needs. 
The  building  committee  and  the  architect  then  presented 
these  plans  to  the  various  towns  in  the  District. 
Bennington's  presentation  was  held  at  the  Pierce  School  and 
was  well  attended  but  many  suggestions  and  questions  were 
raised. 

As  time  has  elapsed  various  local  conditions  and 
suggestions  about  the  building  have  come  to  the  forefront  to 
deem  a  more  in-depth  study  of  the  original  plan  for  Pierce 
School.  Due  to  the  increased  enrollment  at  Pierce  School 
the  buildiing  plans  have  become  TOP  priority  in  Phase  One. 

Plans  are  in  the  formation  stage  to  secure  a  different 
architect  to  develop  different  plans  for  the  addition  to 
Pierce  School.  May  I  suggest  that  your  ideas  be  expressed 
before  plans  are  solidified.  The  State  Board  of  Education 
has  demanded  that  hot  lunches  shall  be  served  in  all 
district  schools.  An  all  purpose  room  that  would  accomodate 
this  state  requirement  and  if  further  enlarged  could  serve 
for  the  physical  education  program;  plays;  hobbies;  various 
school  activities;  future  kindergarten  plus  being  available 
for  community  activities. 

As  of  October  1987  the  enrollment  of  Pierce  School  for 
grades  Readiness  through  the  fourth  grade  was  97  pupils. 
Going  to  Antrim  Middle  School  was  41  students  and  attending 
Peterborough  High  School  was  58  pupils  making  a  total  of  196 
Bennington  pupils.  The  District's  student  enrollment  is  as 
follows:  Antrim  -  388,  Dublin  -  169,  Frances town  -  169, 
Greenfield  -  196,  Hancock  -  191,  Peterborough  -  759,  Sharon 
-  32,  Temple  -  172,  making  a  grand  total  of  2,272  students 
in  the  District. 

Besides  "Reading,  Writing  and  Arithmetic"  for  the 
Pierce  School  various  other  activities  are  planned  for  the 
year.  These  include  Prize  Speaking,  Hobby  Show,  Musical 
Entertainment  Program,  Fine  Art  Presentation,  School  Paper 
and  book  binding  of  students'  writings. 

The  Pierce  School  Staff  consists  of  the  following:  Joan 
Schnare,  Teaching  Principal,  Readiness/Grade  1;  Patricia 
Chicoine,  Instructional  Assistant;  Claudia  Sysyn,  Grades  1 
and  2;  Joyce  Chiulli,  Grades  2  and  3;  Carol  Reed, 
Instructional  Assistant,  Virginia  Young,  Grades  3  and  4; 
Helen  Waterman,  Chapter  1  Tutor;  Margaret  (Scottie)  Aborn, 
Custodian.  School  personnel  shared  with  other  schools 
include:  Marjorie  Hobbs,  Nurse;  Kirsten  Olson,  Physical 
Education;  Frances  Hewitt,  Art;  Vivian  Genetes,  Music;  Janet 
Pietrovito,  Competency  Specialist. 
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Apparently  there  are  two  issues  facing  Bennington 
citizens  that  pertain  to  the  school  and  the  school  district. 
They  are  the  necessary  addition  to  Pierce  School  and  the 
funding  of  the  District's  building  program. 

As  it  is  apparent  that  the  appearance  of  the  Pierce 
School  will  be  altered  I  would  like  to  bring  to  your 
attention  that  we  have  in  our  town  Mrs.  Ruth  Putnam  Cody  who 
was  among  the  first  teachers  to  teach  in  Pierce  School  when 
it  opened  in  1929.  Living  in  Keene  is  Mrs.  Hazel  Beard 
Miller  the  first  high  school  teacher  of  Pierce  School.  Also 
in  Bennington  is  Mrs.  Vincena  Powers  who  joined  the  teaching 
staff  in  1937. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  having  the 
opportunity  to  serve  as  your  representative  to  the  School 
Board  this  year.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Of  the  many  things  that  effected  the  Department  throughout  the 
year,  two  stand  out  as  having  an  important  and  continuing  effect. 

The  first,  was  the  long  needed  move  to  larger  office  spaces. 
Not  only  did  this  offer  immediate,  obvious  advantages,  but  also  made 
possible  the  implementation  of  procedures  that  will  ensure  adeguate 
administration  and  training  for  the  foreseeable  future. 

The  necessity  of  those  procedures  has  been  all  too  clearly 
brought  home  by  the  second  major  'event'  of  the  year,  the  dramatic 
increase  in  the  number  of  incident  reports  filed  with  the  Department. 

While  these  reports  show  a  marked  increase  in  prosecutable 
crimes,  some  40%  over  the  previous  year,  more  importantly  has  been 
the  extent  of  the  increase  of  those  incidents  that  are  not  crime 
related,  but  are  of  the  nature  of  'assistance'  calls.  Calls 
reguesting  help  concerning  things  as  varied  as  checking  on  children 
who  haven't  shown  for  school;  verifying  the  credentials  of 
door-to-door  salesmen;  delivering  bags  of  ice  to  keep  food  from 
spoiling  during  an  electrical  outage;  and  checking  on  the  welfare  of 
an  elderly  woman  walking  along  Route  202. 

The  basis  for  story  lines  for  Miami  Vice?  Probably  not.  But 
these  incidents  and  the  many  others  like  them,  do  reflect  a  growing 
awareness  by  the  people  of  Bennington  that  their  Police  Department  is 
an  organization  not  solely  concerned  with  crime  prevention  and  the 
prosecution  of  those  that  may  break  the  law,  but  one  that  is 
available  to  the  community,  on  a  twenty-four  hour  basis,  to  assist  in 
whatever  manner  possible,  in  the  belief  that  by  so  doing  the 
Department  helps  fulfill  its  primary  function  of  making  Bennington  a 
better  place  to  live. 

The  officers  of  the  Department,  have,  for  the  past  three  years, 
attempted  to  foster  such  an  attitude,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  see 
that  their  efforts  are  being  increasingly  rewarded.

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G.E.P.  DODGE  LIBRARY  REPORT 

This  has  been  a  year  of  many  changes  for  the  G.E.P.  Dodge 
Library.  The  interior  was  remodeled;  the  cataloging  was  updated; 
little-used  books  were  weeded  from  the  main  collection;  many  new 
books  were  purchased,  including  a  new  encyclopedia  set  and  other 
needed  reference  books;  and  steps  taken  to  bring  the  library  into 
compliance  with  state  standards  for  accreditation. 

The  Trustees,  Elaine  Barrett,  David  Glynn  and  Debbie  MacGregor 
have  channeled  a  great  deal  of  time  and  creativity  into  planning  the 
interior  remodeling  project,  in  determining  goals  and  objectives  for 
providing  better  library  service,  and  in  developing  a  closer 
relationship  with  the  State  Library,  with  state  associations  and  the 
local  library  co-op,  and  with  neighboring  town  libraries.  Bennington 
benefits  from  the  programs  and  information  offered  through  these 
associations.  And  these  relationships  provide  access  to  all 
available  media  in  the  Monadnock  Region  and  statewide. 

After  many  years  of  dedicated  service,  our  librarian,  Helena 
Ayers,  stepped  down  for  health  reasons  in  November.  But  she  has 
assured  us  that  she  will  come  back  to  help  out  when  needed. 

The  exterior  improvements  to  the  building  include  repairing  the 
storm  windows  and  painting  the  wood  trim.  The  interior  changes  were 
designed  by  the  Trustees,  translated  into  wood  by  Ron  McClure  and  his 
men,  especially  Frank  Shea,  and  then  matched  to  the  original  interior 
by  the  expertise  of  Norm  Mercier.  The  dedication  and  exceptional 
work  of  these  men  are  gratefully  appreciated.  New  adjustable 
shelving,  a  circulation  desk  and  a  work  area  for  the  librarian,  and  a 
reading  table  in  the  reference  corner  make  up  the  main  part  of  the 
library  with  its  new  carpeting.  The  Children's  Room  also  received 
new  carpeting,  two  bean  bag  chairs,  a  new  bulletin  board,  some  new 
shelves  by  Bob  Gladding,  and  many  new  books  for  varied  interests. 

The  Reading  Room,  which  had  been  renovated  last  year,  houses  our 
magazines  and  periodicals  and  now  has  the  card  cataloging  files.  The 
press-back  oak  chairs  have  new  cane  seats  and  the  tables  and  chairs 
have  been  refinished.   Improved  lighting  in  the  main  rooms  will  be 
installed  in  the  early  months  of  1988. 

After  the  major  remodeling  work  was  completed  and  the  monumental 
job  of  reorganizing  the  books  back  onto  the  shelves,  we  opened 
shortly  after  Christmas  trying  various  schedules.   It  was  decided  to 
open  the  following  days:  Monday  2:00  -  8:00  p.m.,  Wednesday  1:00  - 
8:00  p.m.,  and  Friday  1:00  -  5:00  p.m.  Our  book  collection  has  been 
revitalized,  repaired  as  needed,  given  new  covers,  made  more 
accessible  and  easier  to  locate,  and  will  continue  to  reflect  the 
interests  and  needs  of  our  residents. 

Other  goals  established  this  year  were  a  summer  reading  program, 
a  pre-school  story  hour,  and  a  closer  cooperation  with  the  elementary 
school.  But  our  main  objective  has  been  to  create  a  better  image,  to 
make  our  library  an  inviting  and  comfortable  place  to  get  more  people 
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to  come  and  use  the  library,  to  show  them  that  we  are  a  viable 
resource,  that  we  do  have  the  current  best  sellers,  both  fiction  and 
non-fiction,  that  it  is  a  place  to  relax,  browse  through  the  current 
magazines,  read  a  new  book  or  an  old  favorite,  or  to  study  guietly  on 
a  research  project. 

I  hope  that  you  come  in  to  see  our  new  appearance,  enjoy  some 
guiet  private  time  on  your  own,  or  allow  me  to  help  you  find  any  type 
of  books  or  materials  that  interest  you.

CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENTS  COMMITTEE 
-  1987  Review  and  Update  - 

The  Capital  Improvements  Committee  met  in  the  fall  of  1987  and 
reviewed  the  Capital  Improvement  Program  and  the  projected  needs  of 
the  town. 

The  Committee  and  the  Selectmen  agreed  that  they  would  propose  a 
new  truck  for  the  Highway  Department  and  a  new  sander  at  the  March 
1988  town  meeting  as  was  originally  projected. 

The  total  program,  based  upon  a  $40,000  annual  addition  to  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund,  appears  suitable  and  adeguate  and  the  group 
voted  to  continue  the  budget  reguest. 

Following,  is  a  summary  schedule  of  the  needs  and  financing  for 
the  next  six  years. 
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FEDERALLY  REQUIRED  FLOOD  PLAIN  ORDINANCE 

The  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency,  who  manages 
the  Federal  Flood  Insurance  Program  and  the  related  flood 
plain  requirements  have  required  that  all  towns  update  their 
flood  plain  ordinance  to  reflect  changes  in  the  last  two  or 
three  years  on  requirements  for  building  within  the  flood 
plain.  The  State  Agency  has  developed  a  model  flood  plain 
ordinance  which  will  meet  their  requirements  and  we  have 
used  it  to  develop  a  revision  of  Section  XI,  "Flood  Plain 
Protection  Zone",  of  the  zoning  ordinance.  This  proposed 
zoning  amendment  would  substitute  new  language  and  strike 
out  the  old  language  in  that  portion  of  the  zoning 
ordinance. 

The  actual  changes  are  primarily  technical  and  should 
create  no  new  problems  related  to  possible  construction 
within  the  flood  plain.  These  revisions  are  required  in 
order  to  maintain  the  town's  qualification  for  federal  flood 
insurance  and  as  most  of  you  know,  if  you  are  near  or  in  a 
potential  flood  zone  the  bank  will  not  issue  a  mortgage 
without  flood  insurance  protection. 

We  strongly  recommend  that  this  series  of  technical 
corrections  be  approved  in  the  ballot  vote  at  Town  Meeting. 
Failure  to  update  our  flood  ordinance  could  give  us 
substantial  problems  and  perhaps  lose  the  protection  of  the 
Federal  Flood  Insurance  Program.

The  required  amendment  to  the  zoning  ordinance,  in 
detail,  follows  herewith: 

TO  AMEND  SECTION  XI,  FLOOD  PLAIN  PROTECTION  ZONE,  OF  THE 

TOWN  OF  BENNINGTON  ZONING  ORDINANCE  BY  DELETING  THE  SAME 

IN  ITS  ENTIRETY  AND  INSERTING  IN  PLACE  THEREOF,  THE  FOLOWING 

The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  lands 
designated  as  special  flood  hazard  areas  by  the  Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency  in  its  "Flood  Insurance  Study 
for  the  Town  of  Bennington,  N.  H."  together  with  the 
associated  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Maps  and  Flood  Boundary  and 
Floodway  maps  of  the  Town  of  Bennington  dated  April  18,  1983 
which  are  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Ordinance. 

ITEM  I.   DEFINITION  OF  TERMS; 

"Area  of  shallow  flooding"  means  a  designated  AO  or  AH  zone 
on  a  community's  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM)  with  a  one 
percent  or  greater  annual  chance  of  flooding  to  an  average 
depth  of  one  to  three  feet  where  a  clearly  defined  channel 
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does  not  exist,  where  the  path  of  flooding  is  unpredictable 
and  where  velocity  flow  may  be  evident.  Such  flooding  is 
characterized  by  ponding  or  sheet  flow. 

"Area  of  special  flood  hazard"  is  the  land  in  the  flood 
plain  within  a  community  subject  to  a  one  percent  or  greater 
chance  of  flooding  in  any  given  year.  The  area  may  be 
designated  as  Zone  A  on  the  FHBM.  After  detailed  ratemaking 
has  been  completed  in  preparation  for  publication  of  the 
FIRM,  Zone  A  usually  is  refined  into  Zones  A,  AO,  AH,  Al-30, 
AE,  or  A99. 

"Base  flood"  means  the  flood  having  a  one  percent  chance  of 
being  equalled  or  exceeded  in  any  given  year. 

"Basement"  means  any  area  of  the  building  having  its  floor 
subgrade  (below  ground  level)  on  all  sides. 

"Building"  -  see  "structure." 

"Development"  means  any  man-made  change  to  improved  or 
unimproved  real  estate,  including  but  not  limited  to 
buildings  or  other  structures,  mining,  dredging,  filling, 
grading,  paving,  excavation  or  drilling  operations. 

"Flood  Boundary  and  Floodway  Map"  (FLOODWAY)  is  an  official 
map  of  the  community,  on  which  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency  has  delineated  the  "Regulatory  Floodway". 
This  map  should  not  be  used  to  determine  the  correct  flood 
hazard  zone  or  base  flood  elevation,  the  Flood  Insurance 
Rate  Map  (FIRM)  will  be  used  to  make  determinations  of  flood 
hazard  zones  and  base  flood  elevations. 

"Flood  elevation  study"  means  an  examination  evaluation  and 
determination  of  flood  hazards  and,  if  appropriate, 
corresponding  water  surface  elevations,  or  an  examination, 
evaluation  and  determination  of  mudslide  (i.e.  mudflow) 
and/or  flood-related  erosion  hazards. 

"Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map"  (FHBM)  means  an  official  map  of 
a  community,  issued  by  the  Federal  Emergency  Management 
Agency,  where  the  boundaries  of  the  flood,  mudslide  (i.e. 
mudflow)  related  erosion  areas  having  special  hazards  have 
been  designated  as  Zone  A. 

"Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map"  (FIRM)  means  an  official  map  of  a 
community,  on  which  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency 
has  delineated  both  the  special  hazard  areas  and  the  risk 
premium  zones  applicable  to  the  community. 

"Flood  Insurance  Study"  see  "flood  elevation  study." 

"Flood  plain"  or  "flood-prone  area"  means  any  land  area 
susceptible  to  being  inundated  by  water  from  any  source. 
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"Flood  proofing"  means  any  combination  of  structural  and 
non-structural  additions,  changes,  or  adjustments  to 
structures  which  reduce  or  eliminate  flood  damage  to  real 
estate  or  improved  real  property,  water  and  sanitary 
facilities,  structures  and  their  contents. 

"Floodway"  -  see  "regulatory  floodway." 

"Highest  adjacent  grade"  means  the  highest  natural  elevation 
of  the  ground  surface  prior  to  construction  next  to  the 
proposed  walls  of  a  structure. 

"Lowest  Floor"  means  the  lowest  floor  of  the  lowest  enclosed 
area  (including  basement).  An  unfinished  or  flood  resistant 
enclosure,  usable  solely  for  parking  of  vehicles,  building 
access  or  storage  in  an  area  other  than  a  basement  area  is 
not  considered  a  building's  lowest  floor:  Provided,  that 
such  enclosure  is  not  built  so  as  to  render  the  structure  in 
violation  of  the  applicable  non-elevation  design 
reguirements  of  this  ordinance. 

"Mean  sea  level"  means,  for  purposes  of  the  National  Flood 
Insurance  Program,  the  National  Geodetic  Vertical  Datum 
(NGVD)  of  1929  or  other  datum,  to  which  base  flood 
elevations  shown  on  a  community's  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map 
are  referenced. 

"Manufactured  home"  means  a  structure,  transportable  in  one 
or  more  sections,  which  is  built  on  a  permanent  chassis  and 
is  designed  for  use  with  or  without  a  permanent  foundation 
when  connected  to  the  reguired  utilities.  For  flood  plain 
management  purposes  the  term  "manufactured  home"  also 
includes  park  trailers,  travel  trailers,  and  other  similar 
vehicles  placed  on  a  site  for  greater  than  180  consecutive 
days.  For  insurance  purposes  the  term  "manufactured  home" 
does  not  include  park  trailers,  travel  trailers,  and  other 
similar  vehicles. 

"Manufactured  home  park  or  subdivision"  means  a  parcel  (or 
contiguous  parcels)  of  land  divided  into  two  or  more 
manufactured  home  lots  for  rent  or  sale. 

"100-year  flood"  see  "base  flood." 

"Regulatory  floodway"  means  the  channel  of  a  river  or  other 
watercourse  and  the  adjacent  land  areas  that  must  be 
reserved  in  order  to  discharge  the  base  flood  without 
cumulatively  increasing  the  water  surface  elevation  more 
than  one  foot  at  any  point.  These  areas  are  designated  as 
floodways  on  the  Flood  Boundary  and  Floodway  Maps. 

"Riverine"  means  relating  to,  formed  by,  or  resembling  a 
river  (including  tributaries),  stream,  brook,  etc. 
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"Special  flood  hazard  area"  means  an  area  having  special 
flood,  mudslide  (i.e.,  mudflow)  and/or  flood-related  erosion 
hazards,  and  shown  on  an  FHBM  or  FIRM  as  Zone  A,  AO,  Al-30, 
AE,  A99,  and  AH.   (See  Area  of  Special  Flood  Hazard) 

"Structure"  means  for  floodplain  management  purposes,  a 
walled  and  roofed  building,  including  a  gas  or  liquid 
storage  tank,  that  is  principally  above  ground,  as  well  as  a 
manufactured  home. 

"Start  of  Construction"  includes  substantial  improvement, 
and  means  the  date  the  building  permit  was  issued,  provided 
the  actual  start  of  construction,  repair,  reconstruction, 
placement,  or  other  improvement  was  within  180  days  of  the 
permit  date.  The  actual  start  means  either  the  first 
placement  of  permanent  construction  of  a  structure  on  a 
site,  such  as  the  pouring  of  slab  or  footings,  the 
installation  of  piles,  the  construction  of  columns,  or  any 
work  beyond  the  stage  of  excavation;  or  the  placement  of  a 
manufactured  home  on  a  foundation.  Permanent  construction 
does  not  include  land  preparation,  such  as  clearing,  grading 
and  filling;  nor  does  it  include  the  installation  of  streets 
and/or  walkways;  nor  does  it  include  excavation  for  a 
basement,  footings,  piers,  or  foundations  or  the  erection  of 
temporary  forms;  nor  does  it  include  the  installation  on  the 
property  of  accessory  buildings,  such  as  garages  or  sheds 
not  occupied  as  dwelling  units  or  not  part  of  the  main 
structure. 

"Substantial  improvement"  means  any  combination  of  repairs, 
reconstruction,  alteration,  or  improvements  to  a  structure 
in  which  the  cumulative  cost  eguals  or  exceeds  fifty  percent 
of  the  market  value  of  the  structure.   The  market  value  of 
the  structure  should  be  ( 1 )  the  appraised  value  of  the 
structure  prior  to  the  start  of  the  initial  repair  or 
improvement,  or  (2)  in  the  case  of  damage,  the  value  of  the 
structure  prior  to  the  damage  occurring.  For  the  purposes 
of  this  definition,  "substantial  improvement"  is  considered 
to  occur  when  the  first  alteration  of  any  wall,  ceiling, 
floor,  or  other  structural  part  of  the  building  commences, 
whether  or  not  that  alteration  affects  the  external 
dimensions  of  the  structure.  The  term  does  not,  however, 
include  any  project  for  improvement  of  a  structure  required 
to  comply  with  existing  health,  sanitary,  or  safety  code 
specifications  which  are  solely  necessary  to  assure  safe 
living  conditions  or  any  alteration  of  a  structure  listed  on 
the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 

"Water  surface  elevation"  means  the  height,  in  relation  to 
the  National  Geodetic  Vertical  Datum  (NGVD)  of  1929,  (or 
other  datum,  where  specified)  of  floods  of  various 
magnitudes  and  frequencies  in  the  flood  plains  of  coastal  or 
riverine  areas. 
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ITEM  II.   DEVELOPMENT  REGULATIONS: 

In  the  Regulatory  Floodway,  designated  on  the  Flood  Boundary 
and  the  Floodway  Map,  the  following  reguirements  shall 
apply: 

a.  The  placement  or  location  of  mobile  homes  is 
prohibited. 

b.  Within  the  Regulatory  Floodway,  any  development 
or  encroachment  (including  fill)  which  would  result 
in  any  increase  in  flood  level  during  the  base  flood 
discharge  is  prohibited. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  part,  "development"  is  defined  to 
mean  "a  man-made  change  to  improved  or  unimproved  real 
estate,  including  but  not  limited  to  buildings  or  other 
structures,  mining,  dredging,  filling,  grading,  paving, 
excavation  or  drilling  operations." 

ITEM  III.   BUILDING  ORDINANCE  WHICH  IS  REQUIRED  IN  ORDER  TO 
QUALIFY  FOR  THE  FEDERAL  FLOOD  INSURANCE  PROGRAM  AND  WHICH 
WILL  APPLY  ONLY  TO  THE  AREA  OF  THE  TOWN  DESIGNATED  AS  THE 
FLOOD  HAZARD  AREA: 

Below  you  will  find  a  building  ordinance  which  is  reguired 
by  the  State  and  Federal  Government  in  order  to  ensure  that 
all  new  construction  within  the  flood  plain  area  will  be  of 
a  nature  that  will  minimize  possible  flood  damage  and 
protect  life  and  property  to  the  greatest  extent. 


BUILDING  ORDINANCE 

for  the 

TOWN  OF  BENNINGTON,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

ITEM  IV.  TITLE: 

These  regulations  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  the  Building 
Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Bennington,  New  Hampshire,  and 
shall  be  construed  to  insure  public  safety  and  health 
insofar  as  they  are  dependent  upon  building  construction. 

ITEM  V.  APPLICATION  FOR  PERMITS: 

Applications  for  permits  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  copy  of 
plans  of  sufficient  clarity  to  show  the  location,  nature  and 
character  of  the  work  to  be  performed.  The  Building 
Inspector  may  waive  the  reguirement  for  filing  plans  when 
the  work  involved  is  of  a  minor  nature  or  the  location  of 
the  work  to  be  performed  is  not  within  a  flood  hazard  area 
as  defined  herein. 
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ITEM  VI.   PERFORMANCE: 

All  work  performed  under  building  permits  shall  conform  to 
the  plans  and  specifications  filed  with  the  application. 

ITEM  VII.   BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT: 

An  applicant  for  a  building  permit  whose  application  has 
been  refused  by  the  Building  Inspector,  or  parties  who  have 
been  ordered  by  the  Building  Inspector  to  incur  expense  in 
connection  with  construction,  or  parties  aggrieved  by  a 
decision  of  the  Building  Inspector  on  a  matter  left  by  this 
Ordinance  to  his  approval  or  discretion,  may  appeal  from 
such  action  by  filing  within  fourteen  days  from  date  of 
refusal,  order  or  decision  a  written  appeal  claim,  signed  by 
the  party  aggrieved  or  his  agent,  with  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment.   If  the  refusal,  order  or  decision  of  the 
Building  Inspector  is  affirmed  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment, 
the  ruling  of  the  Building  Inspector  shall  be  final.   If  the 
action  of  the  Building  Inspector  is  modified  or  annulled, 
the  Building  Inspector  shall  issue  a  permit  or  order  in 
accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  Board.  The  Board  of 
Adjustment  shall  hold  public  hearings  on  all  appeal  claims 
under  the  foregoing  and  shall  give  notice  thereof  in  the 
manner  reguired  for  appeals. 

ITEM  VIII. 


The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  all  building  permit 
applications  for  new  construction  or  substantial 
improvements  to  determine  whether  proposed  building  sites 
will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flooding.   If  a  proposed 
building  site  is  in  a  flood-prone  area,  all  new  construction 
and  substantial  improvements  shall  (i)  be  designed  (or 
modified)  and  adeguately  anchored  to  prevent  floatation, 
collapse,  or  lateral  movement  of  the  structure  resulting 
from  hydrodynamic  and  hydrostatic  loads,  including  the 
effects  of  buoyancy,  (ii)  be  constructed  with  materials 
resistant  to  flood  damage,  (iii)  be  constructed  by  methods 
and  practices  that  minimize  flood  damages,  and  (iv)  be 
constructed  with  electrical,  heating,  ventilation,  plumbing, 
and  air  conditioning  eguipment  and  other  service  facilities 
that  are  designed  and/or  located  so  as  to  prevent  water  from 
entering  or  accumulating  within  the  components  during 
conditions  of  flooding. 

ITEM  IX: 

Where  new  and  replacement  water  and  sewer  systems  (including 
on-site  systems)  are  proposed  in  floodprone  areas  the 
applicant  shall  provide  the  Building  Inspector  with 
assurance  that  new  and  replacement  sanitary  sewage  systems 
will  be  designed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  infiltration  of 
flood  waters  into  the  systems  and  discharges  from  the 
systems  into  flood  waters,  and  on-site  waste  disposal 
systems  will  be  located  to  avoid  impairment  to  them  or 
contamination  from  them  during  periods  of  flooding. 
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ITEM  X: 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  maintain  for  public  inspection, 
and  furnish  upon  request,  any  certification  of 
flood-proofing  and  the  as  built  elevation  (in  relation  to 
mean  sea  level)  of  the  lowest  floor  (including  basement)  of 
all  new  or  substantially  improved  structures,  and  include 
whether  or  not  such  structures  contain  a  basement.   If  the 
structure  has  been  floodproofed,  the  as  built  elevation  (in 
relation  to  mean  sea  level)  to  which  the  structure  was 
floodproofed.  This  information  must  be  furnished  by  the 
applicant. 

ITEM  XI: 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  proposed  developments  to 
assure  that  all  necessary  permits  have  been  received  from 
those  governmental  agencies  from  which  approval  is  required 
by  Federal  or  State  law,  including  Section  404  of  the 
Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act  Amendments  of  1972,  33 
U.S.C.  1334.   It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
applicant  to  certify  these  assurances  to  the  Building 
Inspector. 

ITEM  XII; 

In  riverine  situations,  prior  to  the  alteration  or 
relocation  of  a  watercourse,  the  applicant  for  such 
authorization  shall  notify  the  Wetlands  Board  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Environmental  Services  Department  and  submit 
copies  of  such  notification  to  the  Building  Inspector. 
Further,  the  applicant  shall  be  required  to  submit  copies  of 
said  notification  to  those  adjacent  communities  as 
determined  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

Within  the  altered  or  relocated  portion  of  any  watercourse, 
the  applicant  shall  submit  to  the  Building  Inspector, 
certification  provided  by  a  registered  professional  engineer 
assuring  that  the  flood  carrying  capacity  of  the  watercourse 
has  been  maintained. 

Along  watercourses  that  have  a  designated  Regulatory 
Floodway  no  encroachments,  including  fill,  new  construction, 
substantial  improvements,  and  other  development  are  allowed 
within  the  designated  Regulatory  Floodway  that  would  result 
in  any  increase  in  flood  levels  within  the  community  during 
the  base  flood  discharge.   In  Zone  A  the  Building  Inspector 
shall  obtain,  review,  and  reasonably  utilize  any  floodway 
data  available  from  a  Federal,  State,  or  other  source  as 
criteria  for  requiring  that  development  meet  the  floodway 
requirements  of  this  section. 
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Along  watercourses  that  have  not  had  a  regulatory  floodway 
designated,  no  new  construction,  substantial  improvements  or 
other  development  (including  fill)  shall  be  permitted  within 
Zones  Al-30  on  the  FIRM,  unless  it  is  demonstrated  that  the 
cumulative  effect  of  the  proposed  development,  when  combined 
with  all  other  existing  and  anticipated  development,  will 
not  increase  the  water  surface  elevation  of  the  base  flood 
more  than  one  foot  at  any  point  within  the  community. 

ITEM  XIII; 

1.  In  special  flood  hazard  areas  the  Building  Inspector 
shall  determine  the  100  year  flood  elevation  in  the 
following  order  of  precedence  according  to  the  data 
available: 

a.  In  Zones  Al-30,  and  AH,  refer  to  the  elevation 
provided  in  the  communities  Flood  Insurance  Study 
and  accompanying  FIRM  or  FHEM. 

b.  In  unnumbered  A  zones  the  Building  Inspector  shall 
obtain,  review,  and  reasonably  utilize  any  100  year 
flood  elevation  data  available  from  Federal,  State, 
development  proposals  submitted  to  the  community 
(example  -  subdivisions,  site  approvals,  etc.)  or 
other  source. 

c.  In  Zone  AO  the  100  year  flood  elevation  is 
determined  by  adding  the  elevation  of  the  highest 
adjacent  grade  to  the  depth  number  specified  on 
the  FIRM  or  if  no  depth  number  is  specified  on  the 
FIRM  at  least  two  feet. 

2.  The  Building  Inspector's  100  year  flood  elevation 
determination  will  be  used  as  criteria  for  reguiring  in 
Zones  Al-30,  AE,  AH,  AO,  and  A  that: 

a.  all  new  construction  and  substantial  improvements  of 
residential  structures  have  the  lowest  floor 
(including  basement)  elevated  to  or  above  the  100 
year  flood  level; 

b.  that  all  new  construction  and  substantial 
improvements  of  nonresidential  structures  have  the 
lowest  floor  (including  basement)  elevated  to  or 
above  the  100  year  flood  level;  or  together  with 
attendant  utility  and  sanitary  facilities,  shall: 

(i)  be  floodproofed  so  that  below  the  100  year 
flood  elevation  the  structure  is  watertight 
with  walls  substantially  impermeable  to  the 
passage  of  water; 

(ii)  have  structural  components  capable  of  resisting 
hydrostatic  and  hydrodynamic  loads  and  the 
effects  of  buoyancy;  and 
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(iii)  be  certified  by  a  registered  professional 
engineer  or  architect  that  the  design  and 
methods  of  construction  are  in  accordance 
with  accepted  standards  of  practice  for  meeting 
the  provisions  of  this  section; 

c.  all  manufactured  homes  to  be  placed  or  substantially 
improved  within  special  flood  hazard  areas  shall  be 
elevated  on  a  permanent  foundation  such  that  the 
lowest  floor  of  the  manufactured  home  is  at  or  above 
the  base  flood  level;  and  be  securely  anchored  to 
resist  floatation,  collapse,  or  lateral  movement. 
Methods  of  anchoring  may  include,  but  are  not 
limited  to,  use  of  over-the-top  or  frame  ties  to 
ground  anchors.  This  requirement  is  in  addition  to 
applicable  state  and  local  anchoring  requirements 
for  resisting  wind  forces; 

d.  for  all  new  construction  and  substantial 
improvements,  fully  enclosed  areas  below  the  lowest 
floor  that  are  subject  to  flooding  are  permitted 
providing  the  enclosed  areas  meet  the  following 
reguirements:   (1)  the  enclosed  area  is  unfinished 
or  flood  resistent,  useable  solely  for  parking  of 
vehicles,  building  access  or  storage;  (2)  the  area 
is  not  a  basement;  (3)  shall  be  designed  to 
automatically  equalize  hydrostatic  flood  forces  on 
exterior  walls  by  allowing  for  the  entry  and  exit  of 
floodwaters.  Designs  for  meeting  this  requirement 
must  either  be  certified  by  a  registered 
professional  engineer  or  architect  or  must  meet  or 
exceed  the  following  minimum  criteria;  A  minimum  of 
two  openings  having  a  total  net  area  of  not  less 
than  one  square  inch  for  every  square  foot  of 
enclosed  area  subject  to  flooding  shall  be 
provided.  The  bottom  of  all  openings  shall  be  no 
higher  than  one  foot  above  grade.  Openings  may  be 
equipped  with  screens,  louvers,  or  other  coverings 
or  devices  provided  that  they  permit  the  automatic 
entry  and  exit  of  floodwaters, 

e.  proposed  structures  to  be  located  on  slopes  in 
Special  Flood  Hazard  Areas,  Zones  AH  and  AD,  shall 
include  adequate  drainage  paths  to  guide  flood 
waters  around  and  away  from  the  proposed  structures. 

ITEM  XIV.   APPEALS: 

Should  the  Board  of  Adjustment  consider  a  petition  for  a 
variance  from  the  regulations  set  forth  in  the  Flood  Plain 
District  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  or  Building  Code,  the 
following  procedures  will  be  adhered  to: 
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1.  The  Board  of  Adjustments  shall  only  issue  a  variance 
upon: 

a.  a  showing  of  good  and  sufficient  cause,  and 

b.  a  determination  that  failure  to  grant  the  variance 
would  result  in  exceptional  hardship  to  the 
applicant,  and 

c.  a  determination  that  the  granting  of  a  variance  will 
not  result  in  increased  flood  heights,  additional 
threats  to  public  safety,  extraordinary  public 
expense,  create  nuisances,  cause  fraud  on  or 
victimization  of  the  public,  or  conflict  with 
existing  local  laws;  and 

d.  a  determination  that  the  variance  is  the  minimum 
necessary,  considering  the  flood  hazard,  to  afford 
relief. 

2.  Variances  may  be  issued  for  structures  to  be  erected  on 
a  lot  one-half  acre  or  less  in  size,  if  otherwise 
permitted  by  law,  contiguous  to  and  surrounded  by  lots 
with  existing  structures  constructed  below  the  base 
level . 

3.  A  variance  shall  not  be  issued  within  any  designated 
regulatory  floodway  if  any  increase  in  flood  levels 
during  the  base  flood  discharge,  would  result. 

4.  If  a  variance  is  granted,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall 
notify  the  applicant  in  writing  over  their  signature 
that: 

a.  the  issuance  of  such  a  variance  to  construct  a 
structure  below  the  base  flood  elevation  will  result 
in  increased  premium  rates  for  flood  insurance  up  to 
amounts  as  high  as  $25  for  $100  insurance  coverage; 
and 

b.  such  construction  below  the  base  flood  level 
increases  risks  to  life  and  property. 

5.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  will  maintain  a  record  of  all 
variance  actions,  including  justification  for  their 
issuance  and  report  such  variances  issued  through  the 
Annual  Report  submitted  to  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency. 

6.  Variances  may  be  issued  for  the  reconstruction, 
rehabilitation  or  restoration  of  structures  listed  in 
the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places,  without  regard 
to  the  procedures  set  forth  above.
